M. Silverman noted the changes that
were nmade to the devel opnent plan to acconmodate the adjacent
residential areas, the Rails and Trails Conmttee the city
staff and DOT. M. Silverman stated the inmedi ate nei ghbors
in the area would benefit by having control over a
devel opnent wth stronger land wuse protections, better
buffers and better devel opnmental protections overall than
they have with the current zoning which is O&% ; the adjacent
nei ghbors in the Rollingwod Subdivision will benefit from
better storm water protection via a three and one-half acre
pond, and the entire community benefits not only from the
enhancenent of a trail systemacross the site but also with a
great needed inproved traffic situation.

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Bob Radcliffe, a resident of Hemm ng Way, noted the residents
of Rollingwood purchased their homes with the understanding
that the land next to them was undevel oped and zoned R-20

M. Radcliffe noted the high density of the project; the
i npervious surface for the devel oped areas; and the inpact
this project would have on existing schools.

Alvin QCakley, a resident of Dunhill Drive, stated when the
residents of the Fol kstone Subdi visi on purchased their hones,
they accepted the fact that offices could be built as close
as 30 feet from their property lines, and the Rollingwood
residents accepted/assuned single famly homes would be

constructed next to their hones. M. OCakley noted that in
1986, the property behind Fol kstone was zoned O 1(2) by the
Durham Gty Council.

project due to the increase in traffic.

Laurel Solonon, a resident of Hemm ng Way, stated if the
council approved this project over their protest the
residents wanted to make sure their concerns were addressed.
She noted the Zoning Commttee approved the request subject
to all of the requirenents of the neighborhood: 1) No
extension of Hemmng Way as either a vehicular or pedestrian
entrance into the apartnent conplex and 24-hour Kroger
Supercenter; 2) A continuous undisturbed buffer of at |east
50 feet, wth a continuous wooden fence of 8 feet around the
peri meter of Rollingwood and Fol kstone on the apartnent side;
3) Preservation of the traffic light at NC 54 and Rol | i ngwood
Drive; 4) The devel oper nmust not be allowed the option of
abandoning the Fayetteville Road entrance in the future; 5)

Leonard Vogel, a resident of Dunhill Drive, stated this
rezoning will be a major change for south Durham He stated
if this plan is approved, two shopping centers would be
| ocated directly across the street from one anot her.

Rebut t al
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Attorney Ken Spaulding stated the proposal conforns with the
2020 Land Use Pl an. He stated the Planning Staff does have
an opinion regarding the undisturbed buffer and fence;
however, the devel oper would be willing to work with whatever
the council wants. Rel ative to the connector road and
pedestrian way, he stated this matter was not on the
devel oper's plan because the residents ask the devel oper not
to include this item In regard to the open space matter, he
stated they have placed a note on the plan.

Relative to the performance of the detention pond, M.
Silverman stated they have agreed not to use any chemcals in
the regular maintenace which will help keep the quality of
the pond at a high level. He noted the units per acre would
be seven, not 12 or 16. Wth the traffic inprovenents, he
stated their proposal would nmake the intersection of NC 54
and Fayetteville Road a Level C as opposed to a Level F which
it currently is operating as.
